OTHER CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE FUND. 


Frou the President’s Friends—The Message 
Disenssed and Party Lines Drawn. 
Daniel Lamout Talks. 


Wasnincton, August 27,—[{Special.]—At 
the meeting of' the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee this morning, there were only six 
meuibers preaent—three democrats and three 
republicans. Judge Chipman, of Michigan, 
a democratic mémber, was in town but was oc- 
cupied olsewhiére with pressing business. 

Mr. McCreary,of Kentucky, presided. The 
discussion of additional retaliatory legislation 
affecting Canada was discussed only in general 
terms, it being apparent that no conclusion 
could be reached today. Neither side outlined 
its precise position im the premises. After an 
hour’s talk the committee adjourned until 11 
o’elock when it is expected Mr. Belmont, and 
geveral other absentées will be present. 

Tt is likely to be several days yet before a 
bil is reported. The democrats aro entirely 
gaiivfied with the Wilson bill and would be 
willing to bring it in tomorrow without any 
discussion in the committee whatever, but the 
republicans... delicately foreshadowed today 
their intention of going somewhat into the 
treaties of 1818 and 187i, and may consume 
the time of several sittings. Mr. McCreary, 
however, thinks that by Thursday or Friday 
ai farthest the committee will be ready to 
report. The committee has the right of way, 
and can bring in its bill at any time.

The subject did not come up in the senate 
today. Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, whose speech 
on the Jackson, Miss., election case was inter- 
rupted by the presentation of the message last 
Thursday, concluded his speech today, and 
that, together with the reply of General Wal- 
thall, of Mississippi, consumed the day’s_ ses- 
sion.

DIVISION IN REPUBLICAN RANES. 

Meanwhile, the republican senators are still 
greatly dissatisfied about matters, and, as in 
the case of the tariff, a division shows itself 
between the eastern and western men. Mr. 
Edmunds, Mr. Frye and Mr. Hoar are all much 
concerned for the welfare of the New England 

ailroads that would suffer, while Mr. Sher- 
man and Mr. Allison would rather intimate a 
desire to grant to the president the specific 
powers of retaliation asked for.

A FULL HOUSE.

Colo- 
ne] Matson and General Hovey, the two can- 
didates for governor of Indiana, asked leave 
for fifteen days commencing on the 20th in- 
stant. It was of course evident to the house 
that these gentlemen were desirous of

in the Hosier state, and the reading of the re- 
quests were greeted with applause and laughter 
on both sides ofthe chamber. Noone thought 
of objecting, and it was a surprise to the en- 
tire body when John O'Neill, of. Missouri, ob- 
jected. It was then found necessary to put 
the matter to a vote, when the leaves were of 
course granted, Mr. O’Neill being the only 
member to vote in the negative. 

It was at first arranged that these two gentle- 
men would stump the state together in a joint 
discussion, but the republican state committee 
would not hear to it, and while they will open 
the campaign on the same day, they will not 
enter into any joint discussions.

Indications That the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee Will so Divide on the Message. 
WASHINGTON, August 27.—The house com- 

mittee on foreign affairs attempted to meet to- 

day, according to. the order to consider - the 
president’s message on the fisheries treaty, 

Only six members responded to the roll call, 

namely: Messrs. McCreary, Hooker, Nor- 

wood, Rockwell, Morrow, and Hill. 
As no quorum appeared no effort was made 


- to transact any business and the proceedings 


were confined to an informal discussion, which 
was mainly interesting from the fact that it 
revealed a strong disposition on the part of the 
three democratic and three republican mem- 
bers present to divide on pany lines.

ONE.HUNDRED AND SEVENTEEN CASES 


With Seventeen Deaths {s the Reeord—A 
Graphic Sketch of Affairs Inside the 
City—An Qutiet Provided. 


J AOKSONVILLE, Fla., August 27.—[Special.] 
The weather has been quite warm today, but 
by no means oppressive. 

The sole topic of conversation. everywhere is 
the refusal of the Savannah, Fiorida and 
Western to take passengers yosgterday and 
their continuance of a like course todayy, This 
shutdown on outgoing travel northward has 
caused no end of disappointment and dismay 
among people who had planned to leave dur- 
ing the past few days. No definite ififorma- 
tion @ould be had this morning, and the 
populace was in a high state of excitement. 

THE 2 O'CLOCK REPORT. s 

Up to 2p.m. seven new cases have beon 
reported, as follows: Mrs. J. J. Hooker, 
Springfield, wife of the old gentleman who 
died last week; C. H. Pollard, the man 
brought in here from quarantine camp at 
Boulogne; Mis. Edwards, at St. Luke’s hos- 
pital; H. 8. Williams, Adams street, between 
Market and Liberty; J. B. Mays, colored, and 
Mrs, H. Johnsen,colored, Magnolia street, Oak- 
land.

JACKSONVILLE, August 27.—Outside of Jack- 
sonville every case of sickness or death here is 
set down to yellow fever. There is great in- 
dignation here at the shutting off of middie 
Georgia and the mountains. The modifica- 
tion allowing persons te goto the points be- 
yond Wilmington and Memphis line is re- 
garded as a freak of the Marine hospital ser- 
vice, as some places north of that line 
are subjected to fever epidemics, 
while some of the best, most 
accessible and healthy regions of country south 
of the line are still inviting our people to come 
in. 

Political work is much hampered by the 
fever and the consequent scare. Both demo- 
cratic and republiean candidates for the gov- 
ernorship have been quarantined—Captain 
Fleming at Monticello, and Colonel Shipman 
at home in Sawtey, for harboring relatives who 
are refugees from this city: Both are free now.

They had come from Aspinwall on the 
steamer Ocean Prince, and were suffering 
from Charges fever when placed on board the 
Earnwell. One of them died on passage and 
was buried at seaon August 15th, and th 
surviyor who isthe patient now confined ie 
the Medio Chirurigal hospital, was under trean 
ment at the Lazaretto station, and was dit- 
charged’as cured, either yesierday or todas- 
Upon reaching thecity he showed signs y 
renewed exhaustion and applied to British 
consul for medical assistance. 

Is There a Case at Fernandina? 

WASHINGTON, August 27.—Inspector Posey 
reports to the bureau that he has finished in- 
spection of Live Oak, Lake City, Lake City 
Junction, and intervening points, and reports 
them healthy.

Probably the inspectors 
will also be stationed on all trains entering 
Maeon from any direction to prevent refugees 
who pass through Macon to stations beyond 
from returning to the city. Sanitary officers 
will be required to observe a rigid inspection 
of Macon.

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THE MISSING BALLOTS. 


An Effort to Capture the Elec- 
tors’ Lists. 
Chairman Githesen Manion the Jack 
Stewart Scheme—The Result of 
the Primary Declared. 


"They have got the ballots,’’ exclaimed 
Captain Russell,as he ran down the street 
last night. “and they are going to do, the Lord 
knows what.”’ : 

“Who has got them ?”’ 

“Jack Stewart and Hooper Alexander.” 

This information was a pointer which led 
to the development of a big sensation. At 12 
in. the county democratic executive committee 
met in the courthouse to declare the result of 
Saturday’s primary. 

The result was a majority of 305 for Rice. 

And the ballots were left, by resolution, in 
charge of Chairman Culberson. 

“I will see that the boxes are returned to 
Ordinary Calhoun,” said Jack Stewart. 

The proffered service was accepted by Chair- 
man Culberson, who took it asa relief in recog- 
nition of his impaired health, and went home. 

So when the news spread abroad that the 
ballots, instead of being destroyed, were in 
the hands of Messrs. Stewart and Alexander, 
and that it was their intention to make tran- J 
scripts of them, the excitement inereased. 

There were four storm centers during the 
late evening. 

One was the office of Judge Hammond, 
where Jaek Stewart held forth. 

The other was in the office of Hooper Alex- 
ander. 

The third was in the office of Walter R. 
Brown. 

And the fourth had for itscenter figure, 
John B. Goodwin. 

The visit ofa couple of well-known politi- 
cians to the office of Mr. Alexander shed the 
first light upon the scene. 

‘Yes, I have the ballots,’’ hesaid. ‘I am 
going totake a copy of them, for purposes of 
my own.”’ 

‘But they are the property of the demo- 
cratic party, and we insist that they should be 
destroyed without such record,”’ 

It was pointed out to Mr, Alexander that 
the agreement fer the primary contemplated 
the tracking of the state law, not only in the 
conduct of the election, but in the subsequent 
disposition of the ballots, and that in regular 
elections, except where made necessary by 
contest, the clerk of the court was forbidden 
from reading the ballots. 

Then why read them now? 

“We want an immediate anuswer,’’ said the 
visitors. 

‘I will give an answer tonight.” 

‘We want itin daylight.’’ 

It was finally arranged that an answer 
should be given before dark, when the storm 
center parted intotwo, one in Judge Ham- 
mond’s office, andthe other not far distant. 
The rumblings were ominogs, and at times a 
hurricane was imminent. In Judge Ham- 
mond’s office were Green Adair, Hooper Alex- 
ander nag ey Stewart. A Jetten was hastily 
written, when the patties of the first and 
second parts made their way to the fourth cen- 
ter. 

Inside the room were -Adolph Brandt and 
Walter Brown. 

John B. Goodwin was within easy reach. 

Hooper Alexander entered and so did Jack 
Stewart as elegantly attired as ever. 

And a letter signed by both, was submitted. 

The letter went on to say that more time 
was needed; that the count would not take 
place for another day, and that further con- 
sultation would be held. 

“Ts that satisfactory?’ asked Mr. Stewart. 

“Tt may be to you, but certainly not to us.” 

The two gentlemen then returned for further 
consultation, and finally agreed to drop the 
matter. 

“What was the understanding when this 
agreement was reached,’’ was asked of one 
who had been active during the day. 

“That nothing more should be said about it.’’ 

Another gentleman, who seemed to be full 
of protest against the reading of the ballots, 
Said: 

‘““A great many members of the first Meth- 
odist church voted for Rice, side by side with 
the M. A. B’s. It was the purpose ef the pro- 
hibitionists to got these names so as to harass 
them hereafter, and put them under social, 
religious and political boycott. It is an effort 
to destroy the sanctity of the ballot, besides 
which the offense of repeating pales into insig- 
nificance.” 

Mr. Hooper Alexander Talks. 

The reporter run upon Mr. Hooper Alexan- 
der at the lamp post by Tyner’s drug store: 

‘What about the ballots?’”’ he was asked. 

“They are in my possession,” he said, ‘‘and 
will be turned over to the chairman of the 
county executive committee tomorrow.’’ 

‘‘What about the rumor that you were going 
to take a transcript of them ?”’ 

“It was my purpose,”’ replied Mr. Alexan- 
der, ‘‘to take down the names of the voters 
for future use.”’ 

‘‘Was that use for democratic purposes sole- 
ly, or was it for the advantage of a mere fac- 
tion within the party ?”’ 

‘*That cannot be answered in a word,’’ said 
he. “The ballots were left in the courtroom. 
Mr. Jack Stewart and myself conceived the 
idea of having the names for  infor- 
mation in organizing future prohibition cam- 

aigns. Later in the day Messrs Walter 
basen and John B. Goodwin suggested to me 
good reasons Why such course should not be 
pursued, and we concluded not to proceed, but 
to surrender the ballots to Chairman Culber- 
son tomorrow. We had nothing’secret about it. 
It was such information as is said to have been 
obtained in such a manner in other places and 
times.’’ 

‘To put it definitely, did you want this in- 

formation for democratic or for prohibition 
use ?”’ 
“As it is folly todeny that there are two 
factions in the democratic party in this county ; 
that they each have a right to secure as perfect 
an organization as possible; that both factions 
are making equal effortsin that direction, I 
wanted a list of Hamm voters so that we 
night get into communication with each 
other, and thus be better enabled to work in 
unison. We wished this not for the detriment 
of the Rice voters, but for the consolidation of 
our own.”’ 

‘‘Are you and Mr. Stewart members of the 
democratic executive committees ?”’ 

‘‘No, we were present as proxies, butin using 
these ballots we were acting simply as indi- 
viduals on our own responsibility.” 

“Then your whole purpose was the advance- 
ment of the prohibition cause through the use 
of democratic machinery ?’’ 

“The question is pregnant with an argu- 
ment, but I am willing to waive that and an- 
swer.

Fernandez be- 
came a British subject, so far as protection 15 
concerned, when he shipped under the British 
flag. The fact that his vessel touched first at 
an American port after the alleged cruelty did 
not give the American authorities jurisdiction 
in the case. 

After the commissioner decided to dismiss 
the case, Mr Beckett stated that the captain 
would like to have the witness examined and 
get at the truth of the case for seif-vindication. 
Mr. Osborne declined the proposition. It 
would do his clieut no good and in case of a 
future proceeding, it would put the defendant 
on notice of the evidence against him. Mr. 
Beckett then proposed to waive his. objection 
to the court’s jurisdiction and have the case 

oon, but the attorney would not listen to it. 

[he case was accordingly dismissed. 

Captain Chapman, who is a mild mannered 
Scotchman, denies emphatically that Fernan- 
dez was cruelly treated. Under the English 
law, the master of a vessel cannot strike a sea- 
man. The captain firmly impressed his coun- 
se], Mr. Robertson and others with whom he 
talked, that he was not guilty of the charges 
the sailor made. Seamen on the vessel corrob- 
orated the captain’s story. They say that the 
dog, which Fernandez swears bit him so bad- 
ly, is so old that he can hardly chew gravy. 
Fernandez said that the dog would convict the 
captain by attacking him if brought into 
court. This is about the end of the story and 
of the case. ‘

Colored District Mecting—Movement fora 
Cotton Factory. 

CARROLLTON, Ga., August 27.—[Special. ]— 
To the credit of the negroes be it said that.a 
crowd of three thousand negroes attending a 
district meeting here yesterday, with a thou- 
sand excursionists brought in on the Central 
railroad, was perfectly quiet and orderly. 
They conducted their services through the day 
and dispersed with the utmost decorum. It is 
commendable in the negroes, and especially 
creditable to our municipal authorities, and 
the sobriety and well ordered arrangements of 
our people, 

Our people hail with joy the prospects for 
the early construction of the Atlanta and 
Selma road. 

The Carrollton Extension company has pur- 
chased the land belonging to the Merrill 
estate, and will at once open it g 3 and put it 
onthe market. That company having suc- 
ceeded in securing a body of six hundred acres 
in the southeast corner of the town, which had 
never been improved, by laying it out and 
offering it at reasonable prices, expect to es- 
tablish the symmetry of the city by building 
up the loveliest part of its natural territory.

THE LUMBER GOT THROUGH. 


A Special Meeting of the Brunswick Board 
of Health Yesterday. 

Brunswick, Ga., August 27.—[Special.]— 
The Brunswiek bvard of health held another 
very lively meeting today. Sometime agothey 
refused to allow Hazelhurst & Mason, a firm 
of lumber men here, to bring araft of creosoted 
piling from Fernandina, to carry out acontract 
with the Brunswick and Western railroad, 
which is building new wharves. Hazelhurst 
& Mason agreed to bring the piling as far as 
Cumberland island, and then have it anchored, 
and take back to Fernandina all hands, then 
leaye it for a Brunswick tug boat to go down 
and bring up. Thisthe board of health re- 
fused them permission to do, but today Colonel 
C. P. Goodyear, of the firm of Goodyear & Ray, 
went before the board and made a conserva- 
tive, but eloquent, and comprehensive argu- 
ment, urging them not to be unreasonably se- 
vere in their rulings, to the detriment of busi- 
ness. The board reconsidered its action 
against the piling, on the ground that the creo- 
sote is in itself a powerful disinfectant, and 
then the Brunswick and Western railroad will 
be able to go on with the construction of its 
wharves. eee 

Business here is brisk, considering the times, 
and the feeling is cheerful and contident, as 
the prospects are strong that we are beyond the 
danger of any fever here.

The Registration Bill They Have Prepared 
for the City of Macon, 

Macon, August 28—[Special.]—Ever since 
the organization of the citizens’ reform asso- 
ciation, the executive committee have met 
every Monday night to discuss andjconsider im- 
portant measures pertaining to the objects of 
the order. 

It is expected that the sub-committee will 
tonight submit to the executive committee 
a draftof the registration bill for revision, 
ete., and it is thought that there will then be 
a meeting of the entire association at some 
near date in the future to adopt or amend the 
bill. 

A request was made today of one of the 
committee for a copy of the bill for publication 
as now prepared, but, as the bill had not been 
entirely perfected or accepted, it was consid- 
ered injudicious to publish it until fully com- 

leted. Some of its salient points are said to 
* as follows, subject of course to correction: 
The bill requires the appointment of five com- 
missioners of registration. One to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor, and one by the council 
at each of the four wards of the city. They 
shall be appointed for varying terms, so that 
some old commissioners will always 
hold over, and no council after 
the first will have the appointment of the en- 
tire board. The commissioners shall appoint 
four registrars, one for each ward, whose du- 
ty it shall be to register the voters of their re- 
spective wards, the registration of each day to 
to be published. When the registration is 
completed 1t will be the duty of the commis- 
sioners to thoroughly purge the list. 

The bill as soon as perfected will be publish- 
ed in full. 


’'LL BLOW YOUR HEAD OFF. 


An Insolent Negro is Made to Vacate the 
Seat of {a Gentleman. 

Macon, Ga., August 27.—[Special.]}—City 
Physician Walker had occasion yesterday to 
take a trip down the East Tennessee road. He 
wasriding in a second-class coach, and at some 
station he went out of the cara few moments, 
leaving a newspaperon theseat. When he 
returned to the car he found a negro sitting on 
his paper and occupying his seat. Dr, Walker 
told the negro to get up, as the seat was his. 
The negro assumed a very bold front and, in 
an ugly sort of manner, said, “I will do no 
such thing. Tiis is the colored people’s car 
and you have no business in here anyhow. I 
shan’t get up.’’ 

Dr. Walker put his hand behind him, in his 
pistol picket, and replied, threateningly: ‘If 
you don’t give ine my seat immediately, il 
shoot your head off.’’ 

‘Thus intimidated, the negro very sullenly 
sulked out of the seat and had nothing more 
tosay. Dr. Walker says he was truly glad the 
negro did so, for the doctor did net have even 
a pocketknife, much less a pistol, and simply 
played a successful bluff game. The situation 
would have been interesting had the negro 
maintained his position and showed fight, for 
the city physician is too spunky to have yielded 
to the negro, and yet physically could not have 
well coped with him in a rough and tumble

' routing cars when loaded; the uentiy 
refusing to allow the grower to ship his mulons m4 
the market selected by him, and forcing him to 


route his melons in some other direction. 

5. Overchanges on weights of melons and the de- 
fective system of weighing cars by the rallroads. 

6. Tile transfer of melons by the raitroads fn many 
instances, from one car to another, every such traps- 
a resulting in almost absolute loss-of the melons. 

. Delays in getting melons through the market, 
the average time censumed being over that mini- 
mum promised and guaranteed to shippers by the 
railroads. 

8. Refusal or fallure on the part of the railrord 
people to furnish the growers with rates to various 
points, or information necessary to slip intelli- 
gently.

Old Hickory and Young Hickory. 

Professor Goldwin Smith evidently does 
not propose to wait for any formal opening 
of hostilities between England the United 
Btates. 

The professor has declared war upon us, 
and has started out with the intention of 
downing us, one by one. In the current 
Nineteenth Century he has an article on 
Andrew Jackson, which is a singular mix- 
ture of malice and misinformation. 

According to Professor Smith, Jackson 
was ‘“‘a barbarian to the core,’’ full of ‘‘in- 
gane egotism,’’ and controled by ‘furious 
passions.””’ He made himself popular. by 
**q series of international outrages of the 
most savage kind,”’ and made his adminis- 
tration one of “‘general lawlessness and 
rowdyism,’’ favoring the ‘‘swarms of para- 
sites who make it their aim to liveupon the 
public.” 

Now, this may be the English view of 
General Jackson, but it is a very ridiculous 
view. Jackson had some of the faults as 
well as the virtues of a soldier. He would 
fight anything. While a mere boy he fought 
England in the revolutionary war. Later 
he whipped one of her best generals at New 
* Orleans. In the Seminole war he pursued 
the Indians into Floriaa, at that time Span- 
ish territory, but his countrymen were well 
satisfied with his mode of conducting the 
campaign. While he held the presidency 
he was a terror to incompetent and dishon- 
est office-holders, and his vigilance and 
firmness became proverbial. Even the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica admits that he went 
out of office the most popular president that 
America had ever bad. 

It is easy to understand why Professor 
Smith and other Englishmen dislike Jack- 
gon. It is because he was a typical Ameri-

Man's Inhumanity to Man. 

Surgeon-General Hamilton’s guarded de- 
nial of the statements telegraphed from 
Jacksonville in regard to the closing of 
every means of egress from that unfortunate 
city, does not materially improve the situa- 
tion. 

It seems that refugees are allowed to leave 
the city for Camp Perry, but it is admitted 
that conflicting local health regulations have 
interfered so seriously with travel that the 
government has been compelled to take the 
matter in hand. 

The people of Jacksonville are practically 
hemmed in. Their eyes are turned longing- 
ly to the tempting places of refuge in the 
Piedmont region, where they would be safe, 
and where they would be kindly received, 
but they cannot reach those points without 
breaking through the shotgun cordon by 
which they aresurrounded. These wretched 
people have committed no crime, and if 
they are permitted to gotoaregion where 
yellow fever has never been known to 
spread, they will save their own lives and 
injure nobody. ‘The instinct of self-preser- 
vation and their desire to help their families 
urge them to seek safety in flight, but it is 
dangerous for them:to attempt to pass 
through the terror-stricken towns and vil- 
lages in their vicinity. They run the risk, 
as soon as they leave Jacksonville, of being 
dragged from the cars and made to return 
on foot. If they succeed in entering some 
of the towns they are arrested and treated 
like criminals, and if they push onward 
with the courage of despair, they are at the 
mercy of the shotgun of every frightened 
fool along the road. 

This state of affairs is simply indefensi- 
ble, and it brings out man’s inhumanity to 
man in its worst shape. It would not be ad- 
visable to scatter these afliicted people 
through the yellow fever belt, where they 
would be likely to spread the epidemic, but 
the interests of humanity demand that they 
should be allowed to travel without stopping 
anywhere until they reach the mountains, 
where they cannot be a source of danger to 
anybody. 

It is to be hoped that some of the specials 
from Jacksonville have exaggerated the con- 
ditions prevailing in the neighboring towns, 
but if they have correctly stated the facts the 
government should take prompt steps to 
rescue the people now penned up in the city 
from their perilous predicament.

The Senatorial Contest is Now 
Over 


And the People is Interested in Candidates 
For Kepresentatives—How Many 
Tickets Will There Be? 


And now for the race for the legislature! 

The counties of Cobb, Clayton and Fulton 
have spoken their minds on the subject of the 
senatorship, and on the 5th day of September 
the senatorial convention will assemble in this 
city and name the Hon. Frank P. Rice as the 
senator from the 35th district. 

This will be tantamount to an election. 

This is a bad year for independents all over 
the country, andifone should be rash enough 
to pop up, his political head -would be smashed 
into smithereens by the stout old hickory 
bludgeon swung by the good right arm of the 
organized democracy. 

As to the senatorial candidate which the re- 
publicans talk of putting in the field—well, 
the democratic nominee will pass under the 
string before the republican nominee gets a 
start from the shadow of the grand stand. 

But the candidates for the lower house—how 
about them? 

This question set a thousand tongues a-wag~- 
ging yesterday, and there was a good. deal of 
interesting talk on this live theme.

Somehow the impression got abroad yester- 
day that Mr. James O’Neil would give way 
to Captain Jackson. 

There never was a greater mistake. 

Mr. O’ Neil has no such idea. Heis in the 
race and he is in it to stay. He has been 
working like a Trojan of late and has high 
hopes of being elected. He has not the 
slightest intention of withdrawing from the 
field in favor of anybody under any circum- 
stances. That’s certain. 

Will the prohibitionists put a ticket in the 
fiell? 

That is an interesting question, and if it was 
asked once yesterday it was asked a hundred 
times. 

Prominent prohibitionists were tackled on 
this matter yesterday, and while nothing deti- 
nite could be drawn from them the tenor of 
their talk induces the strong belief that a pro- 
hibition ticket for the legislature will not be 
brought out. 

The best impression all over town was that 
the prohibitionists have abandoned all idea of 
running aregular ticket. 

But while this is probably true, several pro- 
hibition leaders were free to assert that there 
would be more candidates in the field in a few 
days, 

W hat does this mean? 

The most plausible construction to put upon 
it seems to be that while the prohis do not in- 
tend to spring a ticket for the house still they 
stand ready to cast their ballots as a faction 
for certain candidates, who, as yet, have not 
flung their banners to the breeze, 

Time will tell, and it will not be long in un- 
folding the secret, because the primary is only 
a little over two weeks off.

A CUT IN THE RATES 
Creating a Good Dealof Excitement Among 
the Rice Men of Charleston, 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., August 27.—| Special. |— 
There is promise of a waramong the rice mills 
here. The battle was begun by the Chisholm 
mill, which announced a reduction of tolls for mill- 
ing to 6 cents per bushel. 

Up to 1886 the price was I2 cents a bushel, 6 cents 
for barreling and }4 cent for weighing, a total of 18%¢ 
cents. In 1886 there wasa reduction to § cents for 
milling and 5 cents for barreling, a total of 13 cents, 
The charges for weighing have been abolished. The 
present reduction by the Chisholm makes the 
rates 6 cents for milling and5d cents for barreling, a 
total of 11 cents. 

The announcement has caused considerable com- 
motion in rice milling circles and a meeting of the 
niillers will probably be held in a day or two to take 
action in the matier. There are five mills here, all 
of which do an active business, 

The Chisholm mill, which is one of the oldest 
concerns, has been closed for several years. The 
other mills paying the owners $12,000 per annum 
bonus. There has been some talk recently of pur- 
chasing the mill property asa site forthe new mil- 
lion dollar hotel, which it is proposed to erect here, 
but the price demanded by the owners was said to 
be too great. The mill men here appear to be very 
much disturbed at this reduction, but decline to say 
what their programme will be. The first cargo of 
the new crop of Carolina received was received here 
some days ago.

Statement From the Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee. 

Eprrors Constitution: Will you allow me 
a short space in your columns to make a plain 
statement of facts, by way of reply to that part 
of your Carrollton correspondent’s communi- 
cation concerning politics in Carroll county. 
The communication is a tissue of misrepre- 
sentations from beginning to end, and itis 
only necessary to state what has actually been 
done, in order to refute them. 

On the first of June the old executive com- 
mittee of which L. P. Mandeville was 
chairman, met and ordered @ mass meeting to 
select delegates to the gubernatorial conven- 
tion, and also for the purpose of choosing a 
new executive committee. At the appointed 
time a large and enthusiastic meeting was 
held in the courthouse, and, by the way, was 
presided over by Dr. R. L. Rowe, a prominent 
democrat of the county, and not a member of 
the Farmers’ Alliance. When the time came 
for choosing the new executive com- 
mittee, the Hon. Hamilton Hogan, 
a leading democrat of the county, 
moved that the chairman appoint a committee 
composed of one from each militia district, to 
retire and bring in suitable names for members 
of the new executive committee. This was 
done, and the report of the committee, com- 
posed of the staunchest democrats in the 
county, was received by the large mass meet- 
ing and adopted without a dissenting voice. 
This much by way of reply to that part of the 
communication which charges that the execu- 
tive committee was captured by the indepen- 
dents. There never has been a more thorough- 
ly democratic committee in the county than 
the one chosen. 

On the evening of the same day the commit- 
tee were selected, the new executive commit- 
tee met, and ordered primaries in the militia 
districts, the latter part of July and August, to 
select delegates to county conventions, to 
meet at the courthouse, respectively, on the 
first Tuesdays in August and September, the 
former to select congressional delegates and 
the latter candidates forthe legislature and 
senatorial delegates. The chairman also is- 
sued an address in which he called upon the 
members of the executive committee in the 
different districts to see that the democrats, 
and democrats only, voted at the primary. 
Well the primaries were held for congressional 
delegates, and the result disgruntled certgin 
individuals so much, that they succeeded in 
having the executive committee hastily called 
together. Now mark you the plan under 
which the election had been held, is the one 
that has been in vogue in this county for 
years, and when adopted was heartily con- 
curred in by members of the committee, who 
are now dissatisfied with it,and against the 
protest of some of the members, who wanted 
to vote direct for congressional delegates and 
candidates. So, when the committee met, the 
majority who saw no necessity for a meeting, 
did not propose to make any changes or 
innovations in a plan that had been in 
use for years, and that had always 
worked satisfactorily, to satisfy the whims Jor 
prejudices of a very few members of the com- 
mittee, and hence voted down everything pro- 
posed by them. Three members of the com- 
mittee thereupon resigned, and their places 
were promptly filled by good democrats. 

Now, this is the whole of the ‘unhappy con- 
dition’’ of politics in Carroll county in a nut- 
shell. Thetruth of the matter is that there 
is nobody ‘‘unhappy,” but a very few indi- 
viduals who have lost their grip in politics 
in this county. The people of the county are 
taking the advice of THE CONSTITUTION and 
General Gordon two years ago, when they 
were advised to take charge of their own polit- 
ical affairs and not leave their management to 
a few courthouse politicians.

He Gives the Republican Demagogues Some 
Redhot Facte—The Trickery 
of the Party’s Charges.

WasHiInoeTor, August 27.—In the senate 
today the sensation was the speech of Mr 
Walthall on the alleged election outrages in 
the south. | 

He poured hot shot into the republican 
camp. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. Wilson,of 
of lowa, who continued the remarks begun 
last Thursday. 

Mr. Walthall complained of the periodical 
arraignment of the southern people for al- 
leged offenses that are clearly outside of the 
sphere of federal legislation. These attacks, 
he said, were uncompanied by any plan of 
remedy or redress. They had borne na fruit, 
but criminations and recrimin ations and had 
had no effect but to delay the era of good wil] 
among a reunited people which had happily 
come in spite of them. Such attacks might 
always be expected when there was any im- 
portant political campaign pending or ap- 
proaching. Their purpose always was to gain 
for the dominant party some political advan. 
tage by the dissemination of partisan reports 
and bitter sectional speeches. 

This had been the case in the matter of the 
Copiah investigation in 1884. Not one word 
word had been spoken in the senate on that 
report, and not one move made indicating any 
purpose or desire todo anything more than to 
get it before the country, as was done under 
the resolution offered gi Mr. Hoar to print 
150,000. copies of it for distribution, so that 
me had been merely a pretext and 
sham. 

Reviewing the difficulties of the task im. 
posed upon people of the south in regard to the 
two races living on the same political plane, he 
quoted speeches of Lincoln and republican 
senators recognizing those difficulties, and de- 
clared that if one race were to rule at the 
south it must certainly be the white race. 
He believed that the whites and blacks 
might live together, with the rights of both 
races respected, but subject, at intervals, to 
jars, which always arose in such cases. The 
scenes of violence which had taken place in 
the. Pacific states and territories in opposition 
to the Chinese had never found any parallel at 
the south. The substantial advancement made 
by the negroes in the: south showed how 
southern people had met the race issue. As a 
rule, the colored people, when left free 
from external nfiuences, had done 
well: Bad men had — sometimes, for 
political and personal advantages, excited 
their prejudices and passions, and had arrayed 
them against their white neighbors. But still 
it was a fact that the two racesin Mississippi, 
as elsewhere in the south, had in general ap- 
‘proached each other ina spirit of mutual con- 
cession, and tending towards harmonious 
co-oporation. If that movement succeeded 
the peril of race aptagonism might possibly 
disappear. He didn‘t believe that there was a 
senator present who, if he lived in Mississippi, 
would not strive to avert from the white peo- 
ple of that state the curse of negro supremacy.

INDIGNANT COTTON FACTORS. 


Because the Insurance Men’s Contracts are 
Too Rigid. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 27.—[Special.|~ 
The cotton factors are indignant over some 
changes madein the insurance tariff of the 
Southeastern association, and the feeling that 

vermeates them has extended to all classes of 
atk woes men along the river front. As a re- 
sult insurance 1s the main topic of conversa- 
tion on the floors of the exchange, and in the 
hundred or more offices today. The officers of 
the association, when they began the work of 
revising the exisiting tariff, adopted one ineas- 
ure which would tend to materially increase 
their revenues. This was the removal of the 
clause in the policy for open warehouses which 
provided that between the hours of 5a. m. 
and 8 p. m. the insurance covered cotton while 
being received, or delivered on the platforms 
or in the immediate vicinity of the warehouse. 
Under the new arrangements, which is now 
in force, the factors will have to take a special 
policy to cover cotton being received or de- 
livered, causing them considerable annoyance 
and trouble, and at the same time adding to 
the cost of insurance. In fact, during the 
month of September, when the deliveries. and 
receipts are about the same, the expense will 
be double, while during the rest of the season 
the increase will vary according to the nature 
of the business transacted. 

When the action of the insurance associa~- 
tion became generally known Saturday after- 
noon, it provoked considerable indignation, 
and a meeting of the factors was at once called 
at the exchange. After a long discussion as to 
the effects of the change, a committee com- 

osed of Messrs. F. D. Bloodworth, Malcom 
MacLean, F. M. Farley and H. M, Comer, was 
appointed to consult with the insurance men 
and endeavor to havethe old form of policy 
restored. A communication was sent to Gen- 
eral Manager Dean, of Atlanta, and other 
officers of the association, requesting a confer- 
ence upon the subject. No response has yet 
been received. 

Another change in the cotton form is the ins 
troduction of a specific condition to the effect 
that not more than 1,000 bales shall be stored 
in one warehouse compartment. Former!

place as many bales in a compartment as it 
would hold without nullifying the contract.

Cause the Death of J. J. Cum- 
mings, a Railroad Contractor. 


He Had Been On a Spree, Which Ended in 
His Death—The Coroner Holds 
An Inquest Over His Body. 


Delirium tremens claimed another victim 
Sunday night. It was J. J. Cummings, a rail- 
road coutractor, who was working for the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad. 

Sunday afternoon Dr. Murphy was tele- 
phoned from a house on Wheat street, and 
on going out found that he was wanted to at- 
tend a man with delirium tremens. He gave 
him some medicine, and some gentlemen car- 
ried him to the Weinmeister hotel, on Forsyth 
street, where he was put inaroom. When he 
was put to bed he had the appearance of being 
yery drank. This was about 6:30 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon. About two hours later 
the bell boy went up to the room where Cum- 
mings had been placed, and found him lying 
on the floor, He picked him up and put him on 
the bed. Nothing more was thought about the 
affair until yesterday morning, when a gentle- 
man came to see him, and upon investigation 
he was found to be dead. The coroner held 
an inquest over his remains and returned a 
verdict of death from delerium tremens. 

Major Cummings was a contractor for the 
Fast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road, and was working a-force of hands about 
four miles from the city filling in a trestle. 

He was a inan of very intemperate habits, 
and for quitea while has been on several 
sprees. He frequently drew money and didn’t 
pay off his hands, but was nearly always 
drunk. Such is the testimony of those who 
knew him. 

Last week he was put in the stationhouse 
but was released on collateral being put .up. 
He ‘vas from Denver, Colorado, and has a wife 
living in that place. Judge Manning tele- 
graphed the news of his death to that. place, 
gud lis remains will probably be sent there. 


A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


Old Men Nash Fatally Injured at Bellwood 
Croasing. 

The outgoing five o’clock passenger train on 
the Georgia Pacific was the cause of a fatal 
accident to Mr. N. J. Nash, an old man who 
lives out on the Mason & Turner’s ferry road, 
near the Chattahoochee river. The old man 
had been to town selling watermelons, 
and having sold out his load, was returning 
home when the accident occurred. The switch 
engine of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
had been derailed, and was being put on the 
track, and of course attracted the attention of 
Mr. Nash as he drove upon the crossing. 
While driving slowly across the tracks, and 
looking back upon the derailed engine, the 
Georgia Pacific train came thundering around 
the curve, striking the wagon and mule 
squarely, and killing the animal almost 
instantly. The wagon was torn into many 
pieces. The old man was thrown from the 
wagon across the track, and the wheels passed 
over the left leg, just above the ankle. The 
right arm was broken, and*his skull fractured 
in two places, The train stopped, and made 
arrangements to send him back to town. He 
was placed upon the incoming train, and when 
it arrived at the carshed, he was taken to the 
Ivy street hospital, and put under the treat- 
ment of Drs. Gaston and Roy. 

The old man was pretty well advanced in 
ago, being sixty-seven yeurs qld.

DEATH OF MR. ISAAO MAY. 


A Successful Business Life, Brought to a 
Close. 


Mr. Isaac May, ofthe firm of Elsas, May & 
Co., one of Atilanta’s substantial and public 
spirited citizens, died last evening shortly af- 
ter 10 o’clock at his residence, corner Wash- 
ington and Crumley streets, aftera lingering 
iliness of seven months. 

Mr. May took sick in January last, the na- 
ture of his disease being a tumor on one of the 
intestines, which obstructed the gall passage 
into his stomach, and resulted in death by 
inanitition. Besides, his Atlanta physician, 
he consulted the most eminent doctors in 
Philadelphia and New York, and in April last 
went north for this purpose. After nearly 
four months of suffering, during which time 
he remained underthe treatment of various 
doctors in Philadelphia, New York and Sara- 
toga, he returned home about two weeks ago, 
not having found any _ relief. Up to 
a few days ago he remained conscious, 
his mind being as bright and 
active asever. On Sunday last his mind be- 
gan to wander and he failed to recognize those 
who administered to his wants. During his 
entire illness he bore up bravely, cheering 
those who were near and dear to him, alto- 
gether displaying heroic fortitude combined 
with a most gentle disposition. 

Mr. May was bornin the little village of 
Wallhallen, Rhein-Bavaria, Germany, in the 
year 1843, being 45 years old at the time of his 
death. He arrived in this country in 1860, liv- 
ing most of the time during the war in Cincin- 
nati. After the war he carried on business in- 
the state of Kentucky. In 1870 he came to 
this city and formed a co-partnership with 
Messrs. Jacob Elsas, Morris Adler and Julius 
Drvfus, under the firm name of Elsas, May & 
Co. Their business was a junk and paper 
business and was located on the corner of 
Pryor and Mitchell streets, the present location 
of the Atlanta Paper company. In 1851 Messrs. 
Elsas, May & Co. began the erection 
of the cotton factory on. Decatur street, known 
as the Fulton County Spinning company, He 
took an active partin the cotton manufactur- 
ing business, and up to the time of his death 
was treasurer of the company, at the same time 
retaining his interest in the firm of Elsns, May 
& Co., who became manufacturers of cotton 
flour bags after disposing of their interest in 
the paper business to the Atlanta Paper com- 
pany. 

Mr. May leaves a wife and fonr children to 
mourn his untimely loss. He was possessed of 
an ample fortune, and his family is well pro- 
vided for. ' |

tant igure, but is creating a feeling among 
cotton growers-that is bound to be disastrous 
if persisted in.” 

This statement was made to 4 ConstITU- 
TION reporter yesterday by a prominent and 
well-informed merchant, and im response to 
the reporter’s question as to what was meant, 


the merchant continued : 

“You know’ thata very large part of tho 
supply business is done en the eredit plan; and 
the wholesalers of Atlanta depend on the 
country merchant to meet their obligations as 
soon as cottou begins to move. For instance, 
if our fitm-has sold goods to country merchanis 
on acredit of four months and have made 
arrangements to pay our bills at the date when 
our customers’ obligations become due, it 1s 
necessary forus to collect these amounts in 
order to keep our credit unimpaired.” 

“How about the country merchants?’ asked 
the reporter. : . 

“Well, the country merchant in bis turn selis 
supplies to his eustomers, the cotton growers, 
on a credit, his reliance for pay being the grow- 
ing crops of his customer. Now, you see, if 
the producers fail to meet their obligations to 
the country merchant it makes it itapossible 
for him to pay the wholesaler, and unless he 
can borrow money to keep our credit good we 
go to the wall.’”’ 

“That is plain enough, but tell me how the 
credit system is affected by the ‘bagging 
trust ?” asked the reporter. _ 

“Tt is coming about in this ‘way. You see 
many of the cotton producers are members of 
the grangers or of the Farmers’ Aliiance and 
they have decided to fight the trust by organ- 
izing a sort of trust of their own.” 

“What do they propose to do?’’ 

“he idea is to refuse to buy bagging at the 
trust prices, and as itis necessary that cotton 
should be covered to be marketable, that sim- 
ply means that the cotton will not be sold. 
This may have the effect of rendering a cer- 
tain proportion of the bagging product dead 
stock for a time, but the elfect upon the 
wholesalers andthe country merchants who 
have furnished the grower his supplies on 
credit will be disastrous. You see, if the cot- 
ton isnot marketed the farmer cannot make 
his promised payments, the couutry merchant 
will not have the money to meet his bills with 
the wholesaler, and the wholesaler will either 
have to borrow money to pay his creditors or 
go to the wall,” 

‘WW hat is bagging selling for at present ?’’ 

“Another quarter ofa cent was puton by 
the trust today, and we are selling two-pound 
bagging at thirteen cents. Now, on the basis 
of prices today, I want to give you a few 
figures in connection with this matter.”’ 

“The merchant sharpened his pencil and 
proceeded : 

“Now, we will taketwo-pound bagging as an 
illustration. Weare selling it today at 13 
eents. The country merchant could buy at 
that figure and sell at 15 cents, giving hima 
fair profit. It takes six yards of bagging to 
cover a bale of cotton, and at 15 cents a yard 
it would cost the grower 90 cents to put his 
bale of cotton in shape for a market. That 
is the cost.of the bagging, and I will now show 
you what the grower gets forit when he sells 
his cotton. Six yards of what we call two- 
pound would weigh twelve pounds. Wewill 
say, for purpose of illustration, that the grower 
receives eight cents per pound for his cotton— 
don’t you see thathe would get ninety-six 
cents for his bagging, or six ceuts more than 
he paid for it?’ 

The reporter had to admit that the calcula- 
tion was correct. 

‘Now, let us iigure on the cost of the ties,’’ 
and the merchant put an extra fme point on 
his pencil. “‘A bundle of ties, weighing 50 
poumds will cost $1.50. AtbSceuts per pound 
—ceriainly a fair price at which to estimate 
the crop—the grower will receive $4 for his 


| of the merchant’s caleulation. 


ties, or a-proetit of §2.50.”’ 

Again the reporter had to admit the force 
In concluding 
the interview the merchant expressed himself 
as follows: 

“Of course the bagging trust, as well as all 
others, ts an injustice. Dut there isa prospect 
that another and greater injustice will be 
done if the cotton growers refuse to market 
their cotton. Such a course will result in a 
long list of business failures, for the simple rea- 
son that the present season’s business has been 
done on the credit plan, and the reliance of 
the business man is the marketing and sale of 
the season’s crop. If any combination not to 
sell—on account of the price of bagging—is 
eutered into, the effect will be to destroy the 
credit and ruin the business of the men who 
have made it possible for the present crop of 
cotten to be planted and cultivated. In other 
words, the trust will not suffer nearly as much 
as the men who have accommodated the 
farmers. A combination not to sell the cotton 
crop, in order to crush the trust, would _cer- 
tainly ruin the friends of the farmers of Geor- 
gia.”’ 

‘Then you would advise the farmers to buy 
their bagging, even at present prices, and 
market their crop ?”’ 

“I certainly would. It would be unfair, I 
say, to form acombination not tesellat this 
season of the year. It certainly wouldkte a 

hardship if the farmers combine to fight this 

trust, and in so doing ruin the men who have 

given them credit for necessary supplies. 
- There. will be found some other means of 
beating this bagging combine, and I hope it 
will be done.”’
